LABOR TOLD VESTRIS 
BRUKE OAFETY LAWS 


Resolutions Laid Before New 
Orleans Session Call for 
Further Inquiry. 


ARE GIVEN TO COMMITTEE 


New Orleans, Nov. 21 (A.P.).—The 
proposal of Herbert Hoover to create a 
$3,000,000,000 fund for Nation-wide 
construction in slack times was brought 
formally before the convention of the 
American Federation of Labor late to- 
day. 

John P. Fry, secretary of the metal 
trades department of the federation, 
read the address of Gov. Ralph O. 
Brewster of Maine in which he had out- 
lined the construction plan earlier in 
the day to the governors’ conference 
at the request of the President-elect. 

At the conclusion of the reading, the 
proposal took its regular place in the 
order of business, but it is expected to 
be called up again tomorrow when the 
governors, who plan to adjourn their 
conference tonight instead of tomor- 
row, Will attend the labor convention 
as private citizens. 

The morning session was devoted 
mainly to an address by John March- 
back, assistant industrial general sec- 
retary of the National Union of Rail- 
way Men of Great Britain, who told of 
the unemployment in the British Isles 

“Government figures,” he said. “show 
tLere are 1,384,000 unemployed in the 
nation, but that is far from being the 
actual fivures when all men and wom- 
en and their dependents are taken into 
consideration. At the present time 
663.503 persons are receiving poor relief 
and thousands are working part time 
and living on the border line of pov- 
erty.” 

Federal investigation of rumors that 
the steamer Vestris delaye” its 5 OS 
while its agents dickered for tugs in 
order to reduce the cost of salvage was 
asked in a resolution offered. Another 
resolution charged that the sinking of 
the vessel and the loss of approximate- 
ly 100 lives was “plainly the result of 
a disregard of safety regulations and 
laws by two governments—the United 
States and Great Britain. Both reso- 
lutions were referred to committee. 

The convention reiterated its ap- 
proval of the five-day week in industry 
and adopted resolutions favoring an 
eight-hour day for employes of veterans 
hospitals and for all “paid fire fighters 
in the United States and Canda.” 

Vancouver, Canada, and Denver, 
Colo., extended invitations for the 1929 
convention. 

Fraternal greetings were extended by 
Mr. Marchbank and Ebby Edwards, 
representing the British Trades Union 
Congress, and by William Varley, of 
the Canadian Trades and Labor Cong- 
ress Marchbank called the present 
government in Great Britain “the 
most reactionary in the last 100 years.”

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A $3,000,000,000 RESERVE FUND. 

The suggestion is made in the name of 
President-elect Hoover by Gov. Brewster of 
Maine to the conference of governors in ses- 
sion in New Orleans, that a $3,000,000,000 
Nation-wide. construction reserve fund be es- 
tablished to be released in times of over- 
production and unemployment: Briefly, it is 
proposed that public authorities store up a 
reserve of construction projects equal to two 
years’ normal! expenditure on improvements. 
No infringement of legislative prerogatives is 
contemplated. The fund is to be released only 
when indexes shall indicate the need, and the 
money will flow to the contractor, to the 
laborer, to the material man, to the factory, 
to the factory employe, to the merchant and 
to the farmer. “It would go,” said Gov. 
Brewster, “‘like the house that Jack.built and 
unemployment would be at an end.” 

Possibly so. It stupefies the imagination to 
try to conceive of the 48 State legislatures 
agreeing upon a program as beneficial and as 
gigantic as this, but possibly it might be 
achieved. It should not be difficult for the 
States to build up a credit and cash reserve 
amounting to $3,900,000,000. It should be 
possible to create an index that would show 
whether or not an employment emergency ex- 
isted; but when it comes to interpreting the 
index, and deciding when the unemployment 
reserve should be released, there is bound to 
be trouble. 

Last winter, for example, there was talk of 
unemployment. Senator Wagner, of New 
York, informed the Senate in dramatic tones 
that the unemployment situation in his State 
and throughout the country was most serious. 
He presented statistics to back up his asser- 
tion, and he clung to his story in the face of 
statistics presented by the Department of La- 
bor to show that if unemployment existed it 
was largely of the seasonal variety. What 
would have happened last winter if there had 
been in existence a $3,000,000,000 ynemploy- 
ment reserve? Would Senator Wagner’s in- 
dex, proving that an emergency existed, have 
prevailed, or would the Department of Labor’s 
statistics have been accepted by those in- 
trusted with the fund? 

The Brewster-Hoover suggestion, however, 
deserves consideration. The United States has 
succeeded in solving so many economic and 
social problems that it should not be assumed 
to be unable to solve the question of how 
prosperity, once attained, could be continued. 
No doubt the suggested reserve fund would be 
a buffer against uuemployment, but an even 
greater task than preventing unemployment is 
the job of inducing 48 States to agree upon 
any single proposition. They have never 
unanimously agreed upon anything yet, except 
when the Nation was faced with war. 


VALUATIONS AND FARES. 

In public utility matters, valuation has come 
to be the point at issue, not only in Washing- 
ton, but in every city where charges are based 
upon earnings. The utility is permitted to 
charge for its services rates calculated to make 
its earnings commensurate with its value. 
Sometimes it is permitted to earn a “‘fair’’ re- 
turn upon its value, and the courts are called 
upon to designate what is “fair.” Sometimes 
it is permitted to earn a certain designated 
percentage of its value. In either case, how- 
ever, the rate charged is inseparably bound 
up in the valuation legally established. 

Two important public utilities matters are 
now before Washington. The Gas Light Co. 
valuation hearings will be resumed before the 
Public Utilities Commission next Monday. The 
proposed street railway merger scheme will be 
brought before Congress soon after it con- 
venes. The gas company is striving to have its 
valuation increased in order that it may raise 
its rates. The street railway companies seek 
to merge in the interests of operating effi- 
ciency and economy, but the principal opp:si- 
tion to the plan rests in the belief that the 
$50,000,000 valuation claimed is too high. 

In at least one most important respect the 
street railway and gas company proposals 
differ. The latter company is a monopoly, pure 
and simple. The public has to purchase its gas 
or do without. Street railways, however, no 
longer can be pure monopolies. They face the

NEGLIGENCE AT SEA, 

ach day of investigation into the sinking 
of the British steamer Vestris brings out new 
evidence of negligence.’ The accident which 
cost the lives of more.than 100 persons ap- 
pears to be chargeable to the carelessness of 
not one but many persons. Failure of one man 
to take precaution can often be offset by the 
diligence of others, but when negligence rules 
all along the line disaster is inevitable. 

Three members of the crew have testified to 
leaks and defects that were allowed to go unre- 
paired for months. The chief’ fireman said 
under oath that the ash ejector, which let tons 
of water into the stokehold the morning of the 
disaster, had leaked every time the Vestris 
encountered rough weather since December, 
1926. Three Federal inspectors have testified 
that they spent four days thoroughly inspecting 
the vessel at New York before pronouncing 
her seaworthy. But they admit inspecting six 
of the vessel’s fourteen coal ports only by flash- 
ing an electric light on them, and they did not 
lower the lifeboats to see if the tackle was 
working properly. Previous testimony showed 
that leaky port holes hastened the disaster and 
that two of the lifeboats filled with women and 
children went down with the Vestris because 
they stuck when being lowered. 

The senior surviving officer of the ill-fated 
ship testified that his subordinates ignored his 
orders during the sinking, that crew members 
failed to stand by at the lifeboats, and that the 
women and children were: placed in the most 
dangerously situated boats. To this extensive 
evidence of inefficiency must be addéd the fact 
that Capt. Carey delayed his S O S$ until it 
was too late for rescue vessels to prevent loss 
of life. 

The Vestris was a ship in regular service. 


It underwent Government inspection and was 


also pronounced in perfect seaworthy condition 
by a representative of the owners. The tragedy 
leaves the public wondering how many more 
passenger carrying ships are operated as care- 
lessly. The investigations now under way have 
brought out sufficient evidence to justify rivzid 
overhauling of the Steamship Inspection Serv- 
ice as well as safety measures upon the seas. 


SHAKESPEARE, SCHOOLMASTER. 

In.a lecture recently given before members 
of the of ae... oe 
Dover Wilson, professor of education in the 
University of London,.took as his subject, ‘‘The 
Schoolmaster He 
linked the general subject up with the specific 
question as to whether the tradition that 
Shakespeare was himself once a schoolmaster 
has any foundation in fact. 

Every one, of 
Aubrey, an indefatigable 
about Shakespeare in the 
seventeenth century, once interviewed one 
William Beeston, son of that Christopher 
Beeston who had in his day been a member of 
the company of players to which Shakespeare 
belonged. Asa result of what he then heard, 
as well as of what from other 
sources of informaton, Aubrey went on record 
with the following categorical statement 
garding Shakespeare’s alleged 
tering:

Though Ben Jonson says of him that he 
had but little Latin and less Greek, he 
understood Latin pretty well, for he had 
been in his younger days a schoolmaster 
in the country. 

Prof. Wilson pointed out that the question 
of what was Shakespeare’s personal experience 
of schools and schoolmasters is singularly dif- 
ficult to answer. At all events, his references 
to schoo!s and pedants are so numerous as to 
make the theory that he had never been to 
school at all practically untenable. Whether 
he went a step farther and actually taught 
school himself is on a different footing. The 
late Dr. Smart, in “Shakespeare: Truth and 
Traditiou,’’ said, ‘‘No tradition can ever be 
implicitly relied on; but this is the best sup- 
ported and most credible of all;’’ and he went 
on to show the probability that Shakespeare 
as a young man had been employed as a master, 
or at least as an assistant, in the Stratford 
grammar school. 

Attention has often been drawn to the fact 
that Shakespeare’s references to schools and 
schoolmasters in the plays are uniformly un- 
favorable; but Prof. Wilson maintains that 
that proves nothing. for “Shakespeare would 
not be the first or the last to escape young 
from the teaching profession and never to 
have a good word to say of it afterwards.”’ 

There the question must rest. It is prob- 
ably incapable of proof, one way or the other. 
lt may, however, be said that the theory as to 
Shakespeare’s schoolmastering is an attrac- 
tive one and, if once accepted, would explain 
much, 


CUTTING OUT TECHNICALITIES. 

The Supreme Court of the United States has 
administered to counsel on both sides of the 
New York 7-cent fare case a rebuke that should 
be noted by lawyers throughout the country. 
The court has at last seen fit to place a check 
on the growing tendency of legal men to be- 
cloud litigation with technicalities and unim- 
portant or irrelevant facts which tend to make 
timely and equitable judgments impossible. 
The attorneys of the city, the transit commis- 
sion and the Interborough Company were told 
to throw away their ponderous briefs and to 
submit others which shall be ‘‘compact, logi- 
cally arranged, and free from burdensome, 
irrelevant and immaterial matter.” 

Great legal firms have plenty of young men 
to look up judicial precedents, and these are 
incorporated into briefs in wholesale lots, even 
though many of them shed little or no direct 
light upon the case at issue. It would seem 
that some lawyers expect the mere length of 
their argument to influence the courts in their 
behalf. Federal and State courts throughout 
the country would do well to follow the prec- 
edent set by the first court of the land in 
rejecting lega] documents of this kind. 

Prolix and irrevelant briefs represent an 
enormous waste of time. The Supreme Court 


has no time to wade through hundreds of pages 


to determine the gist of an attorney’s argu- 

ment. Excessively lengthy and confusing 

briefs by the thousands are filed in the courts 

of this country each year. The judges have 

neither time nor patience to peruse them. 
The second effect of such supert 


work is to deny justice to thousands who are. 
unable to hire attorneys to carry their case® 
through a series ‘of. Innu 


appeals.

The prac- 
tice is costly to taxpayers supporting the courts 
as well as to the litigants. 

The worst fault of legal circumlocution is 
that it makes falr judicial decisions increas- 
ingly difficult. Important issues are obscured 
by endless detail. Some cases, tncluding the 
one in question, are extremely complicated. 
Lawyers should not work to make them more 
so. It is the function of the attorney to clear 
the issues so that the court can get to the 
heart of the question. The demand of the 
Supreme Court for this kind of legal service 
in the New York case is a step in the right 
direction, It should have a far-reaching eifect 
on attorneys every wuere. 


BUSINESS LICENSES. 


The District Police Department is faced by 
the fact that more than 9,000 persons and 
business concerns are operating commercial 
enterprises in the city without licenses. Maj. 
Edwin B. Hesse, superintendent of police, bas 
ordered a city-wide round-up and arrest of 
every person who is conducting a business 
without legal sanction. 

Report of the superintendent of licenses 
Shows that less than 6,000 of the 14,000 
persons, firms and corporations which should 
have obtained licenses on or prior to November 
l have done so. Included in the number are 
700 restaurant proprietors who have failed to 
renew their licenses even after notification. 
Most of the firms concerned are merely negli- 
gent in renewing annual licenses, but there are 
some new businesses operating without ever 
having applied for a permit. This is a situa 
tion that should be checked up immediately. 

The current order is the second issued this 
mouth dealing with the lax conditions in en- 
forcement of the license law. Maj. Hesse 
points out that “it is apparent that the Com- 
missioners’ orders directing vigorous and 
mediate prosecution of these cases are not be- 
Ing complied with.” Precinct commanders 
have been given until December 1 to clean up 
their districts and submit complete reports. 

While these measures are being taken a 
committee is overhauling the District license 
which has not been revised since 1902. 
While the antiquated provisions of the present 
law furnish 
it or for loose enforcement, more satisfactory 
results will undoubtedly be obtained from the 
new code.

Canada and the United States are neigh- 
bors and friends, Thousands of Canadian citi- 
zens, resident in border cities, choose to cross 
the line to work in American factories, 
and homes. Some Americans find work 
to their liking in Canada. These workers, 
Canadians and Americans alike, cross from one 
country to the other twice daily. Passpcris 
and visas in their case are not necessary. 

It is to prevent aliens, not Canadian citizens, 
from entering the United States that the De- 
partment of Labor. must regulate cross-border 
traffic. If the Canadian border were left open 
the restrictive immigration laws would break 
down. The law does not restrict the entry of 
Canadian citizens, but it does deny entry to 
aliens who pose as Canadians when they are 
not. The Jay treaty does not provide that 
Europeans may freely enter the United States 
merely by coming via Canada,

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DIAMOND SMUGGLING. 

A diamond.smuggling conspiracy seems to 

have been uncovered in New York. The ap- 
prehension of a few conspirators, however, will 
have very little effect, if any, upon the business 
of diamond smuggling. Last winter a con- 
gressional committee held hearings upon a 
measure sponsored by the American Jewelers 
Protective Association, in which the fact was 
brought out that between $40,000,000 and 
$50,000,000 worth of cut but unset diamonds 
are smuggled into the United States every 
year. These jewels are ‘“‘run” by organized 
smuggling gangs who, for a fixed fee, usually 
8 per cent of the value of the stones, guarantee 
their safe delivery in the United States. The 
duty upon cut stones is 20 per cent of their 
value, so that smuggled gems can find their 
way to the market at a price 12 per cont 
cheaper than those upon which duty is paid. 
Not only do the smugglers help to cheat the 
Government of between $8,000,000 and $10,- 
000,000 in duties annually, but they have been 
able to put a quantity of “‘cheap’”’ gems on the 
market great enough to constitute severe 
competition with honest importers. 
. The jewelers’ association believes that relief 
is to be had only by. returning to the tariff 
schedule of 1909, when uncut stones were ad- 
mitted free and cut stones.were taxed but 10 
per cent. A duty of 10 per cent, say the 
jewelers, would make smuggling unprofitable 
and would bring in larger revenues to the 
Government than the present 20 per cent tatiff, 
under which vast quantities of diamonds never 
come under the gaze of customs officers. 

The arrests in New York may break up an 
important smuggling ring, but probably the 
‘only solution to the problem lies, as the jewel- 
ers suggest, in reducing the tariff on diamonds 
to a point where smuggling no longer will 
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prove profitable.

A month ago Sumner C. Sleeper, di- 
rector of the customs border patrol in 
Detroit, announced that 30 agents had 
been dismissed on instructions from 
Washington.

Presenting evidence which contra- 
dicted theories long advanced by an- 
thropologists, Dr. C. B. Davenport, di-, 
rector of the Department of Genetics | 
of Carnegie Institution of Washington, 
traced the menta)] differences which 
distinguish the white, browrf and negro 
races to the very genes and chromo- 
somes from which they spread. 

He first cited various hereditary 
physical differences among these races, 
such as breadth of nose, skin color 
and the relative curliness of hair, which 
are known to be predetermined by cer- 
tain genes communicated from parents 
to their young through the chromo- 
somes. The brown race was shown to 
be consistently in between the black 
and white in this clearly genetic scale. 

Against these findings, he set the 
results of a series of mental tests in 
which he compared the capacities of a 
number of negroes, whites and bh brids. 
all living on about the same social 
level, in the solution of various ele- 
mental psychological problems. In 
each of about 20 such tests he found 
the mental capacities of the races to 
differ in a strikingly similar manner 

“One may conclude,” he said. “first 
the’ races differ in innate mental! 
traits as really as they do in physical 
characters. Second, that when full- 
blooded negroes and whites of the same 
social status, occupation and educa- 
tion are compared, the ne groes show a

MOST STOCKS MOVE UP

George O. Walson, president of the 


Liberty National Bank, and for many 
years treasurer of the Washington Stock 
Exchange, yesterday was elected to 
succeed Charies Carroll Glover, jr., 
president of that body, at the annual 
meeting of the exchange in the Ameri- 
can Security & Trust Co. Building. 

The new president, who becomes the 
twentieth executive to preside over the 
local stock market since its organization 
nearly a half century ago, has long 
played a prominent role in Washing- 
ton’s world of finance.

Credit Problems Discussed, 


Holding “old-fashioned” drastic bear 
movements a thing of the past, Paul 
Clay, vice president and economist of 
Moody's Investors Service, yesterday told 
80 members of the Bond Club of Wasn- 
ington that present-day financial me-h- 
ods provide an adequate means of cop- 
ing with the prevailing credit inflation 
His address was delivered before a 
forum-luncheon of the Bond Club at 
the Carlton Hotel. 

Credit problems, the speaker said. can 
readily be solved through “our new 
financial system,” consisting of the uni- 
fication of all commercia! banks through 
the Federal Reserve system and of the 
mobilization of capital and the 
strengthening of corporation finances 
through the operation of a greatly ex- 
panded investment banking system. 

“Don’t be a bear on America,” he 
said. “The best investment that I know 
of is the United States of America 
While theorists have been dreaming of 
alleged business cycles and periodic 
panics and normal reactions, America 
has been forging ahead regardless Our 
prosperity has traveled right along 
without stopping at the way stations 
where trade reactions were due. It has 
ignored the depressions called for by 
the business cycle theorists. 

“America’s wealth, already totaling 
$400,000.000,000, is increasing at the 
rate of 5 per cent annually, and this 
means a yearly gain of $20,000.000.000 
How much is $20,000.000,000? No one 
knows; but what we do know is that 
this annual increase exceeds the entire 
wealth of the United States as of the 
day Lincoln was inaugurated. Of this 
about one-half, or $10.000,000.000 rep- 
resents the annual savings of the Amer- 
ican people, while the other half repre- 
Sents the unearned appreciation of 
property values. 

“Our industries. respectively, are 
showing this same progress. The physi- 
cal production of American business is 
growing by 3 per cent per annum: 
railway traffic expands 6 per cent an- 
nually; chain store sales, 15 per cent: 
building and construction, 16 per cent: 
electric current production. 12 per 
cent; automobile production shows an 
annual growth of 20 per cent So it is 
that the pivotal principle of sound in- 
vestment is to buy progress.”

The Board of Education at a meet- | 


Ing yesterday in the Franklin School 
gave its indorsement to the plan to 
provide 24-hour care and 
“sr tubercular school children. Upon 
notion of Mrs. Henry Gratton Doyle 
the board went on record as especially 
favoring the establishment of a sana- 
torlum for this purpose. 

Dr. Frank W. Ballou, superintendent 
of schools, declared there was an im- 
mediate need for 24-hour treatment of 
tubercular school children Members 
of the board plan to give their utmost 
cooperation with officials of the Asso- 
ciation for the Prevention of Tuber- 
culosis in an effort to obtain from 
Congress an appropriation to put the 
plan into effect. 

The boatd deferred action until its 
next meeting on the recommendation 
of its building and grounds commit- 


tee calling for the expenditure of ap- 
proximately $65,000 of the $100,000 ap- 
propriation from Congress for use in 
fencing the grounds around eight 
schools and the general improvement 
of grounds around eighteen others 

It is expected, however. that the 
recommendation for school improve- 
ments will be approved when the board 
meets December 5. The buildings and 
grounds committee recommended that 
fences be placed around the grounds 
of the Brightwood, Truesdell, Arm- 
strong, Lovejoy, New Bell, Bruce, Bur- 
roughs and Bancroft Schools. 


Grading Is Recommended 


Grading and general improvement of 
the grounds around the Woodridge, 
Hine Junior High, Brightwood, Trues- 
dell, Armstrong, Lovejoy, Thomson, 
Stuart Junior High, New Bell, Randall 
Junior High, Whittier, Bruce, Bur- 
roughs, Bancroft, Mott, Western High, 
Reservoir and Janney Schools also was 
recommended. 

Another subject regarded as of the 
utmost importance but which was de- 
ferred until the next meeting of the 
board was the question of what dis- 
position will be made of the Business 
High School following its abandonment 
after the new Business High School 1s 
erected on the grounds at Thirteenth 
and Uushur streets northwest. 

The two proposals considered by the 
board are, first, its use as an elementary 
school for colored pupils to relieve the 
congestion in schools in this commun- 
ity, and, secondly, its use as a combined 
vocational and Americanization school. 

The Rev. F. I. A. Bennett, Dr. Hay- 
den Johnson and Mrs. William McNeill, 
colored members of the board, yester- 
day served notice they would oppose 
the: use of the Business High School 
as a colored elementary school because 
of the lack of playground space at the 
school and the fact that its location 
is dangerous to the Safety of young 
children. 

A letter from Miss G. R. Simpson, 
teacher in the colored high schools, 
asking the board to oppose a contin- 
uance of the alleged practice of solicit- 
ing among teachers of the colored 
schools funds for testimonials and ban- 
quets for colored school officials, was 
held over for investigation and re- 
port by the committee on complaints, 
of which Dr. Johnson is chairman. 

Announcement from the District 
Commissioners that the Loehler Con- 
struction Co. had been awarded the 
contract to build the new sixteen-room 
Langdon School, with combination hall 
and gymnasium, at a bid of $261,300, 
was approved, as were the announce- 
ments that a site at First and M streets 
southwest had been purchased for $40.- 
000 for the new Bell and Cardozo 
Schools, and that the old Condult Road 
School had been turned into a branch 
school library. 

Resolutions received from the Colum- 
bia Heights Citizens Association urging 
that the Central High School Stadium 
be turned into a playgrounds outside 
of school hours, and that the board 
give its cooperation in obtaining the 
use of certain streets in the Mount 
Pleasant section as play space for 
school children in this section, were 
turned over to Dr. Ballou for action.

Maj. Gen. C. C. Hammond upbraided | 
the National Government for not pro- | 
viding for an armory for the District 
militia at a dinner given last night in 
the Hamilton Hotel by the Veterans of | 
Foreign Wars of the District in honor | 
of their new commander-in-chief, Lieut. | 
Eugene P. Carver, jr., of Boston. 

“It is a crying shame,” Maj. Gen. 
Hammond declared, “that the District | 
hasn't an armory. Before the Federal | 
Government will recognize a State na- 
tional guard, it requires the State to 
erect an armory for housing the guards- | 
men, and yet it doesn’t follow its own | 
regulations.” 

Gen. Hammond's remafks followed a 
short speech by Maj. Gen. Anton 
Stephan outlining his unavailing strug- 
gle over the past twenty years to se- 
cure an armory. Gen. Stephan said 
two senators had balked his efforts at 
the last session of Congress, but he 
hoped for better results tn the future. | 

Gen. Stephan hopes to convert the 
Pension Office into an armory for the | 
militia headquarters for all veteran or- | 
ganizations. 

Col. G. E. Ijams, assistant director of 
the Veterans’ Bureau, and another | 
honor guest at the dinner, stressed the | 
necessity for an adequate national de- | 
fense. The work of the veterans is not | 
finished when they have secured provi- | 
sions for their disabled brothers, he | 
said: “It is the duty of every former | 
service organization to insist that bis 
country be adequately prepared,” he | 
said. 

“No one who has been through a war 
wants to see another, but no one knows 
better than the former service man 
what it is to get into another war with 
‘Quaker guns and broomsticks’ to fight | 
with. You are not stopping war by do- | 
ing away with the police force,” he! 
added. 

Lieut. Carver outlined to the veter- 
ans some of the plans for his adminis- 
tration. This fell in line with his visit 
yesterday with President Coolidge dur- 
ing which he presented an outline of 
the program adopted by the Veterans ol 
Foreign Wars for the coming year. 

By his visit, Lieut. Carver sought to 
direct the President’s attention to the 
need of rescinding or amending the 
“service connection” clause in the World 
War Veterans’ act which he says has 
kept a large number of disabled vet- 
erans from benefiting under the act be- 
cause they cannot prove their disabili- 
ties grew out of their service.

“The appeal of sectionalism,” Thor 
continued, “has kept more dead issues 
alive in this country than any other 
device in the demagogue’s bag of tricks. 
There is a farm problem, but it Is 
made up of many different farm prob- 
lems with the distress areas shifting 
from crop to crop from year to year.

Collins asked her if she did not tell

Flaherty admitted that Smith made 
an outburst at the District Morgue dure 
ing the coroner’s inquest into the mur- 
der against John Steele, an admirer of 
Miss Smith, and that, although he had@ 
attended hundreds of inquests, he never 
had heard a defendant make such an 
outburst. 

After testimony was concluded, the 
jury was excused and counsel submitted 
their prayers to Justice McCoy for jury 
instruction Counsel were unable to 
agree oW certain prayers and Justice j 
McCoy, declaring he would consider the 
prayers overnight, adjourned court. 

This morning’s session will be taken 
up with final arguments to the jury, 
with the probability that the case will 
be placed in the hands of the jurors 
early in the afternoon.
